A number of Adarm county school 
districts may be able to obtain some 
federal 
reimbur em ent,

“The R ussian arm y is a form ida­ 
ble, w ell-trained, well-led and disci­ 
p lin 'd f e r e th a t it m ay be Im pos­ 
sible to defeat on the ground.’’ Capt 
Hull s M ulier assistant professor of 
air science and tactics at G etty s­ 
burg college, told m em bers of the 
G ettysburg Lions club M onday eve­ 
ning. 


P u n tin g to known w eaknesses of 
the Russian 
m ilitary organization 
C aptain M uller said: 
‘T he R ussian 
arm y is too departm entalized, its 
officers under too m uch political 
observation and pressure and the 
air and navy are subordinated to 
th e ground forces in im pedance. 
We believe th a t our technical a d ­ 
vances and our concept of a bal­ 
anced force of air, ground and naval 
elem ents is the best concept of m ili­ 
tary organization yet devised "

HISTORY OF 
STUDEBAKERS 
TOLO ROTARY 


'Die history of the Stiiriebaker 
family in the United States was out­ 
lined by C W F.pley, Jr.. Monday 
evening at the regular meeting of 
Rotan, at the YWCA 
• Peter Studebaker, founder of the 
family, arrived in Philadelphia in 
1736 and established a blacksmith 
hop and built a few wagons," Epley 
saki 
Later his son. John M Stude­ 
baker, moved to near Hunterstown, 
in 
Aoam.s 
county, 
in 
1824, 
and 
opened a blacksmith shop there, 
and constructed som$ wagons. He 
and his sons, Henry, Clem, John. 
Peter and Jake. rn 1835 moved to 
Ashland, Ohio. Clem in 1848 moved 
on to South Bend, Indiana, and in 
1851 brought the rest of the family 
to reside with him there. 
Buxine*** Expands 
"Continuing their trade as black­ 
smiths 
and 
wagon 
makers, 
the 
Studebakers did well locally in South 
Bend. In 1858 they found they had 
made more wagons than they could 
sell in South Bend and they sent 
several to Goshen, to a relative, 
asking him to sell them there. Find­ 
ing the experim ent a marked suc­ 
cess. they decided to expand, and 
secure other dealers to sell the 
wagons. By 1862 the Studebaker* 
had increa.sed their wagon business 
to a point where they made a gross 
profit of $270,000 
The Civil War 
order.-, helped expand the system 
and despite a number of disastrous 
fires they continued to expand. 
“Fred 
Fish, 
John 
Studebakers 
son-in-law became interested in the 
horseless carriage idea and was in­ 
structed to make a study of the 
business. In 1902 the Studebakers 
made $4,000,000," Epley said, “and 
built their first car—one with an 
electric motor. In 1909 they bought 
out the EMF company and in 1911 
began m ass production of autos, 
turning out 22.500 that year."

The Emmitsburg Lions club met 
Monday evening at the Lutheran 
parish house with 30 members pres­ 
ent and six guests.

The boys said they were instructed 
to come to America as ambassadors 
of good will, They remarked that 
they have observed that the Ameri­ 
can and German views of life are 
different but that if each would 
come to understand the other there 
would be no war. Both of Hie Ger­ 
man youths spoke of their own per­ 
sonal. social, political and educa­ 
tional background. Hanjf said his 
family was from Eastern Germany 
now under Russian control and that 
they had kist everything they had 
and had fled to Western Germany. 
He said his father was a cattle deal­ 
er and that they lost 500 acres of 
land and seven houses in Eastern 
Germany. 
Hay Russians Took All 
Wolfgang said his family had only 
a few acres and was in the truck­ 
ing business He was in the French 
zone of occupation. He had worked 
for three years as an apprentice 
farmer and had gotten to be a farm 
manager in Germany before com­ 
ing to America last July He is just 
21 years old Both youths said that 
Germany was threatened by Russia 
and that most of the German people 
were willing to do their share to 
help the Western nations They said 
they strongly believed that Western 
Germany should be armed and as­ 
sured the club that they can be de­ 
pended upon by the Western na­ 
tions. 
They emphasized the difference in 
the treatment between the Russians 
and the Americans in their occupa­ 
tion of Germany. The Russians took 
everything, even food, from their 
houses and clothing they were wear­ 
ing.

nothing and even gave much to 
help. 
After the talks members of the 
club asked questions.

WHAT IS SOIL FERTILITY 
It Is indeed a difficult ta, k to dis­ 
abuse the general public mind of 
the erroneous idea that commercial 
fertilisers and soil fertility are ..ne 
and tile same thing In approaching 
the subject the editor in no man­ 
ner minimizes the essential roles of 
commercial plant foods. In many, 
many instances farmers, orchardists 
md gardener, should apply fend* 
leers at-heavier rates But what we 
seek to clarify here is the impor­ 
tant principle that poor sod can­ 
not be made richer by applying fer­ 
tilizer If this fact is clearly under­ 
stood. all who grow plants, from a 
potted window ornnamen tai to a 
vast farm. will gain a place of more 
scientific and successful progress. 
To appreciate what fertile soil is, 
let us look at a soil that is naturally 
rich—forest loam We go to a dense 
native woods where huge trees per­ 
haps well over a century old stand- 
close to carpet the ground We rske 
away the dry surface leaves to find 
a damp. dark, partly decayed leaves 
beneath. Lower we see the leaves of 
former 
years 
ainust 
completely 
rotted. Still deeper the stratum is 
composed of almost black loam, rich, 
mellow’ and moist. Clever examina­ 
tion indicates there are particles of 
clay and sand included, perhaps 
brought up from the subsoil by 
earthworms 
This is a 
naturally 
fertile loam 
Now . let us go * a w rn-o r . bar­ 
ren field Years on encl the lard has 
been crojipcd and left unprotected 
over winter, thereby losing almost 
all its once-prioeless top soil. Now. 
it is barely more than impervious 
clay—tired, depleted, sick When wet, 
the clay can be molded into pel­ 
lets; when dry, it is baked as hard 
as stone. 
What is the difference between 
the naturally rrh wolds soil and the 
soil of this denuded flfli? 
Ju it one thing—-humus, otherwise 
decayed vegetable matter. 
All the coddling, rotations. tile- 
draining, ail the lime and highly ad­ 
v erted plant foods, all Inc science 
of the world cannet demonstrate or 
affect any other major differences. 
One loam is mellow and fertile bv 
natures 
a^e-old 
method 
of 
soil 
building; the ether Is impoverished 
because man in a few decades has 
thoroughly undone what nature ac­ 
complished through patient eras. 
What can man, the drawlier, do 
to rebuild the worn. tired field back 
to a state cf fertility? Will commer­ 
cial fertilizer supply the medicine? 
No. man in tills, as in most other 
realms, cannot improve on nature’s 
methods. He must return to the 
hard, clayey .subsoil 
the organic 
matter he has stolen out of it. Tnis 
truth applies a-, soundly to a small 
flower bed cr vegetable plot as to a 
large field. 
How can this be done?

The de- 
ci: ion. affecting only a Wisconsin 
act, threw a cloud over t1mi!ar laws 
in other states. 
By a 6-3 vote. the hi$h court yes­ 
terday krceknd out a Wisconsin 
law prohibiting utility strikes whkh 
interrupt essential public services. 
The court said Congress has taken 
over legislation in the field and 
that the states may not interfere. 
Varied Comment 
Law officials in Massachusetts and 
New Jersey Indicated a oellef the 
court’s decision dues not necessarily 
mean their laws banning utility 
strikes are invalid. In other Staten, 
officials withheld comment pending 
study of the decision. 
Arthur J. Goldberg, general coun­ 
sel of the CTO, hailed the action 
however as '’clearly” extending to 
similar laws in Mich states as New 
Jersey, pennsylvania and Nebraska. 
Varying laws on the subject are 
aLo on the books in Florida, In­ 
diana. M.chigan, Missouri and Vlr- 
Mti.a But not all of them require 
compulsory arbitration—as did the 
Wisconsin act. 
G tldberg, in a statement for the 
CIO. said the court’s action makes 
it "clear that the right to strike is 
guaranteed by federal law in in ­ 
dustries affecting interstate com­ 
merce.”
